BluetieWU, W. Va„ June 23.— 
This section of the West Virginia 
mountains, and particularly the 
Flat Top region, has been visited 
by a flood which has been appall- 
ing in its results. Though wires 
are prostrated and details meager, 
it ia believed that in this section 
alone 500 or 600 lives have been 
lost, and that a property loss ag- 
gregating $2,000,000 has been en- 
tailed. Thirty miles of track of the 
Norfolk and Western railroad 
entirely destroyed, and each of the 
thirty-thie; mines which form the 
leading industry of this- section, 
damaged, and some of them 
ruined. 

Early Saturday morning shortly 
after midnight a heavy downpour 
of rain began, accompanied by a 
severe electric storm, which vio- 
lently increased in volume. This 
continued throughout the entire day 
and last night, and at 10 a. m. 
Sunday, while the storm has abat- 
ed, the lowering clouds would indi- 
cate another terrific downpour at 
any moment. 

Keystone, a town of about 2,000 
inhabitants, wa* almost totally de- 
stroyed, and about 200 persons are 
believed to have loat their livea. 
The town of Vivian was also in the 
storm center. 

Storms have caused damage in 
other sections, and they seem 
have covered a wide areat Iu the 
Kanawha vaUey, West Virginia, 
railways are washed out and a flood 
is feared. In the Clinch river 
valley, Virginia, fatalities resulted, 
Four persons were killed, 
were injured, and much property 
loss was entailed near Pittsburg 
There were severe storms in Cen 
tral Ohio .and Central Indiana, 
while in Logan county, III., damage 
to the extentof $100,000 was caused 
by a tornado.

The Sturgis Doctor Gets another 
Chance in the Waller 
Murder Case. 



Frankfort, Ky., June 22.— The 
Court of appeals adjourned today 
for the summer vacation. A num- 
ber of cases were disposed of to- 
day. 

he case of Dr. Clark vs. the 
mon wealth was reversed. This 
le case of the Sturgis physician 
sentenced to 10 years in the peni- 
tentiary in connection with the 
death of Cora Waller. 

Miss Waller died onthe operating 
table in Dr. Clark's office. Her 
fiance committed suicide when he 
saw her die. Clark was charged 
with murder. The case is reversed 
upon question of evidence princi- 
pally, Judge O'Rear writing the 
opinion. 

The case was tried in Webster 
ounty circuit court on a change ol 
enue. Upon appeal the case wae 
.bly briefed and argued for appel- 
lant by Mr. A. O. Stanley, of Hen- 
derson. The court here sustains 
Mr. Stanley on many points. 

The opinion goes into theevidehce 
at length in a manuscript of thirty- 
two pages. The case is reversed on 
erroneus instructions, failure to ad- 
some evidence and admission of 
other evidence not competent. The 
Case is remanded for a new trial.

Passes Away After a Lingering

Had Been a Great Sufferer For 
Several Yenrs-ln His 
78th Year. 



Capt. Benjamin T. I'nderwood 
died at his home in this city Friday 
night, after a long and painful ill- 
ness. 

He had been an invalid for ten 
years, due in part to rheumatism 
and in part to a fall that broke Ins 
thigh several years ago. 

Capt. Underwood was born in 
Shelby county, Ky., Nov. 2, 1823, 
and was in the 78th year of his age.

Subsequentto the war 
he became a leader of the Republi- 
can party and in 1880 was elected 
circuit court clerk, which position 
he filled six years. 

Capt. I'nderwood was married in 
1844 to Miss EtheliudaC. Campbell 
who died in 18o7. One son, Mr. G. 
B. Underwood, was the result of 
this union. He resides here, and is 
prominent coal merchant. In 
ISo'JCapt.
